FROM YOUR COUNTY COUNCILLOR 

Cambridgeshire Social Services has 
been in the news again in recent weeks 
and for the wrong reasons. The 
projected £5million overspend within the 
department is clearly very worrying, as 
is the fact that the problems have been 
building up over recent years. There are 
two factors which I think are significant 
and worth highlighting. 

First is that this is a problem not 
confined to Cambridgeshire. At the end 
of the last financial year, when the 
budget problems first began to surface, 
Cambridgeshire was certainly not 
unique; in fact overspending was a 
problem shared by virtually every social 
services department in the country. It 
stems from the fact that too many people 
require help from their local authority 
and that changes in funding mean that 
social service departments (like many 
other areas of local authority funding) 
have to do more for less. In 
Cambridgeshire over the past seven 
years we have spent more than 
£70million more than the government 
has given us. If we spent what the 


government estimates we need, then 
roughly speaking a third comes from the 
government, a third from the uniform 
business rate and a third from the council 
tax payer. But every penny over that 
amount is paid for entirely by the council 
tax payer ie. £70m in the last seven years: 
I suspect that Lam not alone in believing 
that this is not sustainable, especially 
given all the other pressures on our 
resources. 

The second factor is the work that we 
do within the county to forecast our 
future levels of expenditure. Forecasting 
scems to have developed into a fine art. 
For example, we can forecast when 
roads will need repairing, our schools 
know exactly how many pupils to expect 
in a given year from the registrations of 
birth in the county and we know how 
many older people there are and the 
number of over 80's is growing at three 
times the national average. But our 
forecasting cannot tell us how many of 
those children will need the support of 
social services, or how many older people 
will require residential care. And so, 
while we may be able to have a good 
guesstimate at what the budget should 
be, simply having a year when twice the 
average number of children need care, 
or more elderly people than usual require 
a place in a residential home can knock 
all our carefully laid plans off course. 

Social Services have drawn up a 
recovery plan, which enables them lo get 
back on track. But what it cannot do is 
to place a limit on the number of 
vulnerable young people and adults 
requiring care and that is why even a 
robust recovery plan is only as healthy 
as the people it seeks to care for.

Lia Melia 

Having lived in the village since 1968, 
Lia Melia and her family are among its 
longest-standing residents. Unusually, 
they have lived in the same house in 
Robin Close for this entire period. Her 
children all attended Bar Hill Primary 
School and Swavesey Village College. 

What is less well-known, however, is 
that Lia is an accomplished artist, and 
this year she has been asked to 
participate in the Fourth International 
Biennial of Contemporary Art to be held 
in Florence, Italy, from the 6" to the 14" 
of December. Artists are selected to 
participate in the Biennial by an 
international committee of critics on the 
basis of creativity and professionalism, 
without regard to style, theme or school. 
The second Biennial in 1999 attracted 
over 40,000 visitors in nine days, and, at 
the third, over 600 artists from fifty-four 
countries took part, which is rising to 
fifty-six this year. 

Lia is of Greek/Irish parentage, and 
elements of her Greek lineage are clearly 
evident in her work. For many years, she 
has worked on the themes of 
metamorphosis and transformation, 
repeatedly returning to Ovid's 
Metamorphosis for inspiration. She has 
also been creating a series of variations 
on the labyrinth, with an emphasis on 
‘finding the centre’. A parallel but not 
unrelated interest is in different script and 
symbol systems; this has led her to work 
with her own variants of Egyptian 
hieroglyphics, Chinese ideograms and 
Islamic kufic script. 

Her technique is highly individual and, 


in many aspects, unique, having been 
developed over many years. She uses 
glass panels for much of her work, often 
incorporating small mirror “tiles” or 
hologram patterns. Heat processing and 
the addition of other pigments provide a 
deep ‘surface’ of delicacy, richness and 
beauty. The result is a subtlety that 
(particularly with the holograms) depends 
on the viewer's own perspective, which 
changes according to different light 
conditions. It is impossible to appreciate 
this metamorphosis through any other 
medium. According to the Cambridge 
free paper, Real City. 

‘the results are bold, sensual 

masterpieces, and, for the artist, a 

subtle nod to the Buddhism and 

analytical astrology that influences 

her life’. 

Lia is being sponsored by Arts 
Council — East. She has already 
exhibited and sold her works at the 
Primavera Gallery in Cambridge, at the 
Old Fire Engine House in Ely, at the 
Battersea Affordable Art Fair and in 
Dublin. She hopes that exposure at the 
Florence Biennale will result in 
exhibitions elsewhere, including in Bar 
Hill early next year.

I love the fitful gust that shakes 
The casement all the day, 
And from the mossy elm tree takes 
The faded leaf away, 
Twirling it by the window pane 
With thousand others down the lane. 


This verse by John Clare (1793-1864), 
our greatest countryside poct, is a clue 
to the season we are now in...Autumn. 

Not only are the colours of the leaves 
a sight to behold at this time of year, but 
the “fruits” in the hedgerows need to be 
seen. They're all there for the taking, so 
I try to use as much of Nature’s larder 
as | can. “But why bother?”, some people 
say. yet others await this time of year 
with anticipation. Many people gather 
nuts in the autumn. everybody picks 
blackberries and a few brave souls even 
browse for mushrooms, but be careful: 
a lot of people have died finding out 
what's safe and what's not! 

“Dog Rose’ (Rosa Canina) coats the 
hedgerows with scarlet berries. The wild 


rose is England’s national flower and it 
keeps its dignity even as it dies. 

“Rose Petal Jam* can be made as 
follows: “Take two cups of wild rose petals 
and make sure they are free of insects. 
Cram them down into the cup, dissolve 
two cups of sugar in half'a cup of water 
and add a tablespoon each of Lemon 
Juice and Orange Juice. Stir the petals in 
this mixture over a very low heat, stirring 
cautiosly, for about halfan hour until the 
petals have melted. Cool a little, pour into 
a small glass jar and cover.” 

It was not until the second world war 
when our supplies of citrus fruits were 
virtually cut off that rose hip, as a source 
of vitamin C was taken seriously. In 1941 
the Ministry of Health put forward a 
scheme for collection. In that year 120 
tons were collected by volunteers: 344 
tons the following year and for the 
following three years (1943-5) 450 tons 
were collected each year.
